Telephone Condenser and Re­ 
ceivers Can Better Be Pur­ 
chased-—Mounting the Set. 


The material needed to construct a 
simple cryptal detector la a* follows: 
Piece of silicon or galena molded 
In a metal button, 2C> cent*. 
Two binding poafs, 20 cents. 
A block of shellacked or stained 
w ood 3 by 3 Vi inches. 
A thin strip of sheet copper or 
brass % inches wide by two inches 
long. 
Mount lite two binding pofct* on the 
block of w«*»d as shown, fastening un­ 
der one binding post a strip of copper 
or brass—see sketch—and tinder the 
other binding post a colled up spring 
of fine springy copper or brass wire. 
By placing the button of metal con­ 


in ants, th* tunar, the crystal detector 
and the telephone condenser, can be 
mounted on a stained base of wood, 
•ay, eight Inches square and one-half 
Inch thick. 
This will keep the com­ 
ponent parts of the set together, mak­ 
ing a compact unit of the whole and 
also be advantageous in that it will 
bold the instruments while adjust­ 
ments are being made. 
The sketch shows how the instru­ 
ments are connected with each other 
and to the ground. The condenser la 
connected to one side of the tuner and 
to the crystal detector. 
Tile ground 
is connected to the other side of the 
phones and the condenser and the 
tuner. 
Lamp cord is excellent for connect­ 
ing up small radio sets of this kind— 
it being a good conductor, well insu­ 
lated and easy to handle. 


HOW TO LISTEN IN
